“ I am confident that through 
frank discussion and mutual under­ 
standing we shall find ways to ad­ 
vance further Philippine security,” 
Dulles declared in his statement. 
“Next Monday Manila will be­

WASHINGTON (ZP) — After a 
week of worry and soul searching* 
U. S. officials are fairly confdient 
today that a formula will be found 
in a reasonable time for arming 
West Germany as a partner in the 
anti-Communist defense of West­ 
ern Europe. 
Rut there is far less confidence 
that this formula will promote Eu­ 
ropean unity. Some other device 
may have to be found for that. 
As Washington views the situa­ 
tion, the tragedy of French de­ 
struction of the proposal for a Eu­ 
ropean Defense Community is th at 
EDC would have served both de­ 
signs. 
Have Been Weathered 
Diplomatic authorities say pri­ 
vately the first dangers of the EDC 
defeat a p p a r e n t l y have been 
weathered successfully. 
There had been deep concern 
here about a violent reaction in 
West Germany, including angry 
statements against France, out­ 
bursts of extreme German nation­ 
alism and the like. State Depart­ 
ment officials said that has not 
happened. They regard as encour­ 
aging the moderate tone of Ger­ 
man reaction, based on the theme 
of getting on with the task of 
strengthening Europe’s defenses 
and unity. 
Another fear was that American 
reaction 
might 
take 
a violent 
swing. Some officials now concede 
that perhaps EDC was oversold as 
a solution for Europe’s troubles. 
If it failed, there was always a 
certainty that some other Europe­ 
an defense plan, however much 
less desirable, would have to be 
found. 
The ways still open in a practi­ 
cal sense appear to embrace only 
two possibilities. 
First, the American and British 
government now favor solving the 
German rearmament problem by 
making West Germany a member 
of the 14-nation North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
Second, should the NATO plan 
fail, London and Washington ap­ 
pear to have an understanding 
that they must then try to rearm 
Germany directly. 
They would 
prefer to do whatever they do 
with the approval and coopera­ 
tion of France. 
Britain has already proposed an 
eight-nation 
emergency 
confer­ 
ence to begin drafting a new plan 
for West German rearmament It 
was reported yeste rday that the 
United States was inclined to 
agree to the proposal, although no 
formal word has been received 
from Britain on it. 
A Move Against 
The rearmament of Germany 
under NATO—-or directly without 
NATO membership and pectins 
over the objection of France — 
would appear to work against Eu­ 
ropean unity. 
It would seem to put new val­ 
ues on nationalities in Europe* to 
recreate some of the situations 
which existed before World War 
II 
insofar as distrust between 
France and Germany is concerned. 
Balanced against this, in the 
eyes of officials here, is the strong 
pro-European policy and leader­ 
ship of Chancellor Konrad Ade­ 
nauer’s government. Yet it is a 
government headed by an old man. 
Another of the unknowns of Eu- 
European politics which causes 
concern here is what will happen 
when Adenauer ceases to exercise 
a 
powerful influence on West 
German conduct.

A Move Against 
The rearm am ent of Germany 
under NATO—or directly without 
NATO membership and pefiapt 
over the objection of France — 
would appear to work against Eu­ 
ropean unity. 
It would seem to put new val­ 
ues on nationalities in Europe, to 
recreate some of the situations 
a tm h existed beiore World War 
II 
insofar as distrust between 
Fiance and Germany is concerned. 
Balanced against this, in the 
eyes of officials here, is the strong 
pro-European policy and leader­ 
ship of Chancellor Konrad Ade­ 
nauer’s government. Yet it is a 
government headed by an old man. 
Another of the unknowns of Eu-

T here are m any things 
about 
bass fishing which m ake it one 
of the most pleasant and interest­ 
ing of sports. Not least of these 
things is its unpredictability, since 
you 
never 
know 
with certainty 
w hat particular lure will tem pt 
these finny w arriors, at what hour 
of day or in what particular kind 
of w ater they will bt? feeding, or 
even w hether they will strike at 
all. And still another is the en­ 
vironm ent in which the sport is 
carried out. This is especially true 
of float fishing in the Ozark coun­ 
try w here you travel dow nstream 
through scenes of infinite beauty 
and 
variety. 
H ere 
the 
clear 
stream s flow in a succession of 
deep chutes strew n with boulders j 
or sunken logs, swift gravel runs, 
down which the boat rushes at 
speed, and quiet pools that move I 
along 
peacefully 
beneath 
high 
lim estone bluffs. 
Success at float fishing depends' 
as m uch upon the skill of the 
guide as on that of the fisherm an. 
The boat m ust be held at the right 
distance from the bank, so that 
the lure can be cast close to shore 1 
and then work its way out into 
deeper w ater. For even though the 
bass m ay be feeding fairly far 
out in the stream , they will gener­ 
ally return to their rocky cover 
or the shelter of a lo* between j 
forays. The boatm an m ust also, 
have a sharp eye for obstructions 
in 
the 
river, especially 
in the j 
swift runs, since these might easily ! 
spell disaster or—at best— a good 
dunking for ihc fisherm an. 


The already mentioned unpre- 
dictablity of the bass is well de­ 
m onstrated by our fishing fortunes 
and the variety of lures which 
proved successful. Because of the 
hot weather and low stage of w ater, 
our theory was that the bass were 
lying deep and in most cases far 
out from the bank. And that, in 
fact, was where I took most of 
my fish after working out a lure 
such as was never seen on land 
or sea. This consisted of an eight- 
foot leader with two spinners, one 
silver and one gold, to which was 
attached a huge fly with a wooly 
white body, yellow feather tail and 
black wings of skunk-hair which 
stood straight out at the sides. To 
all of this was attached a bit of 
pork rind, split up the middle to 
provide the maximum of action.

until we started for home. It also 
probably helped the fishing and 
certainly m ade it a pleasure to 
be out on the river.

One was a doe and the other a 
yearling buck and they watched 
us curiously and with little alarm 
from the head of a riffle, before 
disappearing into the willows. The 
crossing was at the lower end of 
R ay’s farm and he told us the doe 
was. raising her pair of twin fawns 
in his cornfield.

Although on our Ozark expedi­ 
tions we generally combine cam p­ 
ing with floating and fishing, last 
week we luxuriated. Our head­ 
quarters was a com fortable c a b in ; 
on a fairly inaccessible stretch of 
the Current river which is reached 
by a long drive over the back 
roads. From here we w’ould start 
out in the morning after a lei­ 
surely breakfast —■ and with a 
luncheon packed by old Tom, the 
cam p cook. Sometimes we would 
m otor upstream for several miles 
to spend the rest of the day float­ 
ing back and arriving at our des­ 
tination just before dark. 
The river has a charm in late 
evening which we m iss or* m any 
of our float trips when we m ust 
pull out by 5 o’clock if we are 
to have a comfortable cam p and 
a swim before supper. Or som e­ 
tim es we would start out down­ 
stream . floating for several hours 
and then stopping to catch min­ 
nows and live-bait fish for a while 
in some especially likely spot.
